DIRECTIONS: The large intersection above is 

the Beltline and Delta Highway interchange just 
north of downtown Eugene. Just north of the 
interchange, take Green Acres Road east 
(right).' The first road past Delta Oaks 
> Shopping Center (Best, GI Joe’s, Home Club, 
Price Chopper, etc.) is Norkenzie. Turn south 
(right) onto Norkenzie and go two short blocks. 
The Church of Christ is on the right (correct) 
side just before the Beltline overpass. Drive 
around the church and park in the back parking 
lot . 
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The guys at ButtonWare have come 
through again. As a user of PC-FILE 
III on a Junior, I felt that it would 
be nice to have someone not connected 
with either ButtonWare products or 
Junior to evaluate PC-FILE 6. As it 
requires 450K of available RAM, DOS 
3.0 or higher and a hard disk, those 
of us with 128K will probably still 
use PC-FILE III, but if you have moved 
on up the ladder, FILE 6 may be just 
for you. 

FILE 6 has pull-dow^n menus, pop¬ 
up dialogue boxes and scroll-bars. 

Even if 3 ^ou aren’t a mouse user, you 
will find the key-strokes quick and 
easy. It is completely compatible 
with all of the older versions of PC- 
FILE, so you don’t have to worry about 
re-entering any of your data. 

There is one problem: PC-FILE 6 
is NOT Shareware; you won’t be able to 
find it in the Disk Library, While it 
lists for $149, you can find it dis¬ 
counted by shopping around. If you 
are a registered owner of an earlier 
version of PC-FILE, you already know 
that you can upgrade very 
economically. 

Don’t take my w'ord for it. Here 
is what Curtiss Greer, the gentleman 
who gave the club program on spread¬ 
sheets at the November meeting, had to 
say about PC-FILE 6: 

’’As someone who isn’t familiar 
with a previous version of PC-FILE, 
and a novice user, I was asked to look 
at this program. In so doing I was 
quite impressed with the ease of use. 
Help screens are readily available at 
every step when using the program. The 
ability to manipulate data is excel¬ 
lent, Reports are easy to arrange as 
is merging data to letters. With a 
little use, the hot keys become as 
familiar as with any program, I rate 
the PC-FILE program low on the 
learning curve as it was easy for me 
to hack into, and very high on produc¬ 
tivity. I did need to refer to the 
manual for a few items, but not many,” 





Every new^sletter in the world has run arti¬ 
cles on using the new version of DOS on 
Junior. As one w^ho who has never purchased 
an ’’upgrade” for DOS 2.1, I have been putting 
off reprinting an^" of these articles. After 
all, I saw no need to buy DOS 3.0, 3.1, 3.2, 
3.3 or 4.0 w’hen they came out, so what ’ s the 
big deal with 5.0? Well, having seen DOS 5 
on other machines, I said, ’’What the heck. 
Let’s do an article on it for those who don’t 
subscribe to the other newsletters.” Here is 
John King’s in-dept article as it appeared in 
the ’’other” PCjr Club’s newsletter, Atlanta's 
Orphan Peanut. 

If you have tried to upgrade to DOS 5 
on your PCjr, you have probably 
encountered some major difficulties. 
For example, the Microsoft MS-DOS 
won’t upgrade your IBM PC-DOS disks. 
The message in SETUP, the installation 
program, are almost impossible to 
read. A DOS 5 system disk that w'ill 
boot other computers won’t boot your 
PCjr. And, if your junior booted, the 
keyboard is locked. 

Well, after fighting my way 
through these and other problems as a 
beta tester for Microsoft, I w^rote an 
article for the jrNewslet ter detailing 
the solutions. Ever 3 ^thing I know is 
there. So I suggest that you look for 
it if y'ou really want to run Microsoft 
DOS 5. If you haven't gotten the 
jrNewsletter article 3 ^et, here are the 
bare essentials for running DOS 5. 

SETUP PROBLEMS 

The MS-DOS 5 upgrade disks are 
not bootable. You must run SETUP.EXE. 
which is on the first of the upgrade 
disks, to unpack the compressed files 
to create a bootable disk. 
Unfortunately, the Microsoft DOS 5 
SETUP will not run under the IBM PC- 
DOS 2.01 which came w^ith your PCjr. 

IBM provides their ow-n version of DOS 
5 to upgrade IBM PC-DOS, but I have 
not tried it. 

When you start SETUP, it attempts 
to configure itself for your video 
sj^-stem. It does not ’’understand” PCjr 
video and sets 40 column, black and 
white mode. This makes the SETUP 
screens close to unreadable, messages 
to swap disks are lost, and you will 
fail to create all seven DOS 5 working 
disks.

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! If you don’t have access to 

another computer, or a Racore equipped 
PCjr, on which SETUP runs correctly, 
run SETUP as best you can. The first 
disk you create will be a bootable 
’’startup” disk, and you can unpack the 
supplemental programs individually 
with the EXPAND,EXE program. 

GETTING DOS 5 TO BOOT 

Regardless of how much memory is 
installed on your PCjr, the system 
initially informs DOS of only 128K. 
Since DOS 5 requires a minimum 256K 
RAM, it will refuse to load. (Memory 
management software is designed to 
change the 128K value only after DOS 
is loaded.) To run DOS 5, we must 
change the amount of RAM reported from 
128K to the full amount before DOS is 
loaded. A patch of the boot record on 
the startup disk can do this. 

The boot record is a small pro¬ 
gram that loads DOS and which is 
written to the first sector of every 
disk when it is formatted. We can 
modify this program w'ith DEBUG to 
report the full amount of RAM before 
loading DOS 5 as shown in DEBUG 
listing {at the end of this article). 
Create a script file by typing the 
commands in a word processor which can 
save in pure ASCII. The semicolons 
and comments which follow can be 
omitted. Save the script under the 
name D0S5B00T.SCR. 

The easiest way to do this patch 
is to copy D0S5B00T.SCR and your old 
version DEBUG to the DOS 5 startup 
disk. (You must use DEBUG from your 
old version of DOS since you cannot 
yet boot up with DOS 5.) If you have 
more than one drive, be sure to use 
the DOS 5 disk in drive A and issue 
the command: 

DEBUG < DOS5BOOT.SCR 
If the first command, ”U 0000 L 3,” 
does not display *’xxxx:0000 xxxx JMP 
003E” and ”xxxx: 0002xxNOP** , where xxx 
are any characters, this patch will 
not work. The ”D OlAO” command will 
display the message: ’’Non-System disk 

or disk error. Replace and strike any 
key when ready.” The command ”E OIBF” 
followed by 00 will replace the R of 
’’Replace” to end the message at that 
point. The new code will be written 
in place of the remainder of the mes¬ 
sage following the ”A OICO” command. 

After the ”Q” command, you will 
be returned to the DOS prompt, and the 
modified boot sector will have been 
written to the DOS 5 Startup disk in 
drive A, When you boot up, DOS 5 will 
know the true amount of RAM your PCjr 
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has (up to 640K) and the number of 
disk drives as well. If you have 736K 
of RAM, replace the ’’MOV AX, [0015]” 
line with ’’MOV AX,02E0” (note that 
there are no brackets). Don’t forget 
to delete the old version of DEBUG 
from this disk when you are done. 

THE LOCKED KEYBOARD 

Edit the CONFIG.SYS file to in¬ 
clude the line ”STACKS=0,0” (without 
the quotes) as the very first line. 

Put this ahead of everything, even 
your memory management device driver. 
When I omitted this line, my keyboard 
was locked up after booting; all my 
PCjr did w-as beep at me. 

Copy your memory management soft¬ 
ware and any other essential files 
such as clock utilities to the new 
boot disk. Modify the CONFIG.SYS and 
AUTOEXEC.BAT files as necessary, and 
that’s it. You’re ready to explore 
the intriguing new features of DOS 5. 

Your modified Startup disk will 
boot DOS 5 on any PCjr with 256K and 
more of RAM. You can create addi¬ 
tional DOS 5 boot disks by using 
DISKCOPY to copy your first boot disk, 
or you can use the D0S5B00T.SCR pro¬ 
cedure on every new boot disk. You 
don’t have to patch ordinary program 
or data disks. 

DOS 5 requires the use of 
HUSH.COM or the -X switch w-ith 
JRCONFIG to reset the PCjr disk drive 
parameters to minimize drive noise. 
This is the same w'ith DOS 3.0 or 
higher. 

WHAT ELSE IS THERE? 

My JrNewsletter article provides 
a TSR program to hold the PCjr in 80 
column mode so that SETUP will run 
correctly. There are also some poin¬ 
ters on software incompatibility with 
DOS 5 as well as a patch to FORMAT.COM 
so that it will create bootable PCjr 
disks with the /S option. In addi¬ 
tion, the disk space and RAM require¬ 
ments of DOS 5 are examined in some 
detail. One key finding is that DOS 5 
consumes only 35K more RAM than does 
DOS 2.1. 

The longer article also describes 
how to edit the DOSSHELL.INI file to 
stop the DOSSHELL screen from blin¬ 
king, Selecting the Eight Colors or 
Mono 2 options from the Colors sec¬ 
tions of the Options menu is an alter¬ 
nate fix. 

I’m not sure if I was the only 
Beta tester with a PCjr, but there 
must not have been many because 

> 
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Microsoft sure didn’t feel compelled 
to make it easy to run their new DOS 
on our Juniors. However, with the 
boot sector patch and the tips pre¬ 
sented here, you can try out MS-DOS 5.
